propounded in reference to the writ of habeas 
<,-w/>n.s, and of the last clause of the sixth section 
above quoted, which gives rise to that question. 


My opinion, aa before expressed, is, that there 


i.i nothing in that clause or section which con- 
illcta with, or suspend.-", or was intended to sus- 
pend the privilege of the writ of habeas corpun. 
I think so, because the bill says not one word 
about that writ; because, by the Constitution, 
(Jongress is expressly forbidden to suspend tin- 
privilege of this wiit, "unless when in cases of 
lebellion or invasion the public safety may re- 
quire it;" >tnd therefore the suspension by this 
act (there being neither rebellion nor invasion) 
would be a plain and palpable violation of the 
Constitution, and no intention to commit such 
a violation of the Constitution, of their duty, 
and their oaths, ought to bu imputed to them upon 
on mere constructions and implications; and third- 
ly, because there ia no incompatibility between 
those provisions of the bill and the privilege of 
the wiitof habeas corpus, in its utmost constitu- 
tional latitude. 


Congreas, in the ca^e of fugitive slave?, as in 


•ill other cases within the scope ofits constitution- 
al authority, lias the unquestionable right to or- 
dain and prescribe, for what causes, to what ex- 
tent, and in what manner, persons may be tn3cen 
into custody, detained or imprisoned. Without 
thh power they could not fulfil their constitu- 
tional trust, nor perform the ordinary and neces- 
sary duties of government. It was never heard 
that tlie exercise of that legislative power was 
any encroachment upon or suspension of the 
privilege of the habeas corpus. It is only by some 
confusion of ideas that such a conflict can be sup- 
posed to exist. It is not within the province or 
privilege oi this great writ to loose tiio'-e whom 
the law has bound. That would be to put a writ 
granted by the law, in opposition to the law—to 
in.ike one part of tlie law instructive of another. 
This writ follows the law, and obeys the law.— 
It is issued upon proper complaint, to make in- 
quiry into the causes of commitment or impris- 
onment, and its sole- lumedinl power and purpose 
is to deliver the party from "all manner of illegal 
confinement." 
(3 Dltick. Com., 131.) If, upon ap- 


plication to the Court or Judge for this writ, or it 
upon its return,it sluill appear that the confine- 
ment complained of was hiwlul, the writ in the 
liist instance would he refused, mid in the Ustthe 
p.irty would be remanded to his former lawful 
custody.

A Iw^e and rwpectaWe meeting aatcmWed 


at the Court-Hou«!,on Saturday evening, Oct 
26th, to hear a report from the Hon. CH ABLES 
DUHKEE, Kepresentativeof the First Congres- 
sional District, of the Acts and Doings of the 
late Congress, «nd his opinions on the impor- 
tant political questions of the day. 


The meeting was called to order, and orga- 


nized by the election of J. B. VJ,IET, Esq., 
President, and E. A. CALKIXS, Secretary. 


The objects of the meeting being briefly 


stated, Mr. Durkee came forward, and ad- 
dressed the andience for about an hour and a 
half, and his remarks were full, complete, and 
conclusive, lie was frequently interrupted in 
the course of his address, by questions from 
Albert Smith, J. E. Arnold, nnd others, to all 
of whom he directed his replies in a manner 
equally frank, manly and satisfactory. 


After Mr. Durkee had concluded, tbe fol- 


lowing Preamble und Resolutions were ofier- 
cd by Mr. Booth, which were seconded, and, 
after remarks by the mover and others, unan- 
imously adopted: 


Whereas the Fugitive Slave Law, enacted 


by Congress, Sept. 12th, 1850, suspended the 
writ of Habeas Corpus, abolishes the right of 
Trial by Jury, and establishes a Tribunal un- 
known to the Constitution, by giving to Uni- 
ted States Commissioners the powers of Uni- 
ted Stntos Judges, and to Judges the power 
to crcnte other Judges, with authority to de- 
cide summarily and finally upon the liberties 
of the people: 


And whereas this Law, making no distinc- 


tion on account of color, applies to the white 
as well as to the blaek; to apprentices and 
hired laborers, as well as to fugitive slaves: 
exposes all classes of our citizens to be seized 
upon by slave-catchers, and delivered up, on 
the certificate of a United States Commission- 
er, to the horrors of Slavery; admits the oatli 
of the claimant and denies the testimony 
of the claimed as evidence ; empowers the 
United States Marshals to employ the whole 
force of the State to enforce the claim of the 
slave-catchers, and command? all good citizens 
to aid and assist in this worx ; holds the Uni- 
ted States Marshals responsible for the escape 
of the slaves—with, or without their consent 
—and imposes a fine of $1,000 nnd imprison- 
ment six months, upon every citizen who con- 
ceals or harbors a nyingbondman, and $1,000 
additional fine, if the slave escapes : 


And whereas, the provisions of this Law 


are in direct conflict with the most sacred 
provisions of the United States Constitution, 
subversive of the liberties of the people, and 
opposed to the commands of Heaven : there- 
fore,

piiHBsed, which I could not approve, and for 
which, therefore I did nut vote. These were the 
Fugitive Slave Law, the provisions of which I 
deemed at variance with your expressed views 
and wishes ; and the act to fix the boundaries of 
the Terntory of New Mexico, by which sixty or 
severity thousand square miles of territory, which 
was nevei owned or occupied by Texas, was giv- 
en to that State, and made Slave Territory, and 
she was offered ten millions of dollars to take it, 
and to buy peace with her! 


Several acts beneficial to "Wisconsin were pass- 


ed, the most important of winch was an act gran- 
ting to the State, without condition, all the swamp i 
and overflowed Lands within her limits, amount- 
ing to about one million six hundred thousand 
ucies. 'J liia ajt I hope may soon be followed by 
uiifithcr of gi eater importance—one which will 
place our State "on an equal footing with the ori- 
jjinnl Slates," and for which the public faith of 
the United Status was pledged—an act relinquish- 
ing to her all the vacant and unsold lands within 
her border*.. 


Many bills for local purposes were reported, 


or agreed upon, by the Committees, but which 
could not be reached beforu the ad journuaent. The 
Bill for nn Appropriation for Harbor and River 
Improvements, is of prominent importance. It 
will be my earnest desire to press this measure ( 
with continued perseverance, till success is accom-1 
])lislied. At the next session they will be taken ' 
up for consideration, us a part of the unfinished 
business of the last. 


'I he decision of the Government in favor of the 


claim of the State to be allowed to select from 
the vacant lands a quantity eqiml to that which 
had been sold by the United States along the 
Neenuh river previous to the date of tbe Grant 
for the Improvement of the navigation of that 
blrtuin niid the Wisconsin; and also her claim to 
:o the alternate sections along the Neenah, lately 
procured of the Menomonee Indians and since the 
date of the Grunt, has heretofore boen published, 
riirte Linids, it is believed, will be lully atle- 
.o produce a Fund sufficient to defray all the ex- 
)«IIBU of completing this moat important and 
ruluable National Work. 


Having consented to become a Candidate for 


re-election, which I now respectfully make known 
0 you, I have deemed it my duty thus briefly to 
advert to tbe proceedings of Congress at its late 
Cession, which was protracted by the magnitude 
if the questions before it to a greater length than 
that ol tiny previous one.

hviduul. 
Having received unequivocal evidence 


that a large majority of tlie party does not con- 
ider iteelt bound by those proceedings, but repu- 
dnite.i them tor reasons which, to it, are satisfac- 
tory, Icnn no longer refuse the use of my name 
on tbit) otc.ii.ion, as the Candidate of the Demo- 
cratic flirty; and with that party rests the re 
ponsibility of the act. 


But I will avad myself of the occasion to say 


that r*op|H>«e, what has been asserted, that any 
party is tlie slave of its Usages, bound to conform 
lo tht-ni ut the will of selfcon^tituted Leaders, at 
all time?* and under all circumstances. I assert 
tlie independence of Patty over its Leaders, its 
right to require thvin to uphold its Principles and 
lo comply with its wishes. But above all I main- 
tain that the interests of our Country are supreme 
over those of Party ; and that when Party or its 


aui(e» become un engine to elevate men to of- 


fice ruther than to promote our country's iuter- 


ti, true-hearted men who love their country 


und their parly, will boldly stand forth .to resist 
and correct ttie evil.

Improvement in Tanning Leather.—Henry 


W. Ellsworth, Esq., 
says the 
^Lafayette 


Journal, has shown us several specimens of 
leather which were tanned, under his own 
eyes, in the space of ten minutes, by a, pro- 
cess of which Harmon Hibbard, of Rochester, 
New York, is the inventor. 
This statement 


may seem almost incredible, when it is con- 
sidered that six, eight, and ten months are re- 
quired to tan leather by the ordinary process, 
Mr. Ellsworth has in his possession a pair of 
boots and a pair of shoes mncle from a raw- 
hide in less than a day and half, tanned by a 
compound of chemicals, and, in time and ma- 
terials, is a saving of at least five thousand 
per cent, over the present slow method of 
making leather. The right, says the Journal, 
for Connecticut and Massachusetts was sold 
for $500,000, Ohio for $150,000, Michigan 
for $100,000. This, undoubtedly, is one" of 
the greatest improvements of the age.
